'• The.latest discovery in the medical world is an antiseptic 
which, it is claimed, will make infection in wounds impossible 
.if. applied in time. This discovery was made by Dr. Alexis 
Carrel of the Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research and Dr. 
Henry D.-Dakin of-(he Lister Institute. The two scientists 
haye"-beeiV:studying and experimenting for some time at the 
Cortipiegiie Military Hospital,in France, and are convinced 
that; 
:they have made a discovery whose value to the.world 


will bfrprily second in importance to that of anaesllietics. 
: The'tlatiger of infection from wounds is one of the greatest 


'•'•.that exists-today. 
Blood poisoning is the term commonly 


used, and all-know how common this is at the present lime. 
"Every year hundreds of injuries, insignificant in themselves, 
result fatally through infection, or blood poisoning, notwith- 
standing the strides that .have been made in the development 
and use of antiseptics, and if it is true that an antiseptic has 
now been discovered which is so far superior to all others as 
the discoverers believe it to be, the world will hail its introduc- 
tion with profound satisfaction. 


So skillful have surgery and the treatment of wounds be- 


come that the people do not appreciate them at (heir value. 
It 


is all taken'as a matter of course and many, especially among 
the.youhg.-do not realize .thai these tilings have'not always 
been as they are now. But they have not. The advances that 
have been made within the memory of many now living seem 
little short of miraculous. 
'. 


Oiie snch/discovery as this should be sufficient (o teach the 


incalculable value of such an'institution as (he Rockefeller In- 
stitute, of Medical Research and others of its kind, and of the 
services of men.who devole,their lives to the study of amelior- 
ating^ lui.inaii .suffering. 
Such discoveries mean progress in 


the true sense of the word and prove that man has not yet 
reached the limit of his capabilities and. development. They 
give grpnnd for (he belief that- there are still greater things in 
store and that the future of'this old world is to be- in spite of 
ail drawbacks, greater, grander and better than its pas!. 


The troubles with Ame'rican agriculture uro not so much of pressing, im- 


mediate lmi>ortikn.:e na they arc fraught with grave consequences for the fu- 
ture. 
ICurope'a problem was to remove [roubles which actually existed. Ours 


Is lo prevent them frum occurring. Agricultural progress here is not keeping 
pace with the expansion of industry and the growth of population. 


Unless Ita progress he accelerated the shortcomings of agriculture amid the 


rapid advance of nil tilings else will sooner or later he (Mrlmcnlul to the coun- 
try's welfare. 


Tho causes of these shortcomings are manifold. The want of good roads 


is one and the absence of social pleasures Is another cause, but the greatest of 
all la, in my opinion, the lack of organized selling and purchasing power. 


Organized selling and purchasing power is best attained through co-opera- 


tion.

the very roots and depending on their own resources and efforts, first assem- 
bled and combined hi basic units or local co-operative banks or .credit societies.
